On the morning of Jan. 21 the Work-

men's association led by Father Qopon 
appeared with open revolutionary tenden- .

BLOODY CONFLICTS. 


At some points bloody collisions occur-

It will not be a bill satis- 
factory to the people if it is prepared by 
Col. Hepburn and those who are associat- 
ed with lihn on the interstate commerce 
committee. For this reason it is deemed 
to be important that when tho commit- 
tee on rules meets with Speaker Cannon 
a* its head it should report a rule mere- 
ly to provide for consideration, leaving 
the house free to amend it a-s eeems best 
during the debate. Otherwise one of the 
alleged ."compromises" now being pre- 
pared by half a dozen railroad attorneys 
will be jammed through the house on a 
special rule and .members will vote for 
t because they will be forbidden to offer 
amendments; 


It is the habit of tho house to take 


the befit it can ge.t and this will bo tho 
case with railroad legislation unless the 
people are warned of the danger and in 
Lurn let their representatives know that 
no railroad substitute will bo satisfac- 
tory. 


Tliero is no chance at all of the senate, 


according to present opinions, passing 
any bill at all which provides that a 
railroad rate once fixed by the interstate 
commerce commission shall stand until 
reviewed by tho courts. The interstate 
commerce committee of the senate is 
opposed to this legislation, root and 
branch. The same men who beat the 


lullom bill in 1000 are on the committee 


now, 
and an every one knows the Cullom 


bill was the simplest and most scientific 
measure which has yet been presented 
in congress in the direction of real gov- 
ernment control of railroad rates. 


Sentiment in the senntc favors a com- 


mission or joint committee to "investi- 
™ate," which always means, in senalor- 
Fal language, "to delay." 1'aiiing in thnt, 
tho committee might agree to pass a 
measure like that now being prepared 
by Col. Hepburn, which provides for a 
hearing by the court in thirty or sixty 
days after the rate U fixed by the com- 
mission, but which also provides that the 
rate shall not go into effect until fixed 
hy tho courts, this being the exact oppo- 
site of the recommendations made by 
President Roosevelt- 


With the senate so strongly opposed 


to any action which really would relieve 
the situation, the chances of any real 
reform at tho present session of congress 
are remote. Even if that were not so, 
it is said, President Roosevelt would 
veto any measure in the nature of a 
compromise which did 
not specifically 


grant to the interstate commerce com- 
mission the right to fix rate* and keep 
them fixed until the court intervenes. 
The president is too wise a man nnd too 
good a politician to be guilty of making 
any threat of his future use of the veto 
power, but those who know his disposi- 
tion fully believe that if one of these 
railroad subterfuges is sent to the White 
House at this session it. surely will be 
returned to congress with the president's 
written disapproval, nnd with it would 
almost, surely come a veto message of 
such character that radical legislation 
at the special session of congress would 
be inevitable. 


Tliere is one reason for dnlay which 


hns not been, frequently commented up- 
on, and it ii that the vnstness of the 
subject has begun to stugger even those 
men who honestly represent the wishes 
of the people and who are loyally follow- 
ing the president. It is an open secret 
that neither Attorney General Moody 
nor any one else as yet has drafted any 
bill which seemed to be simple enough 
nnd at tbe same time broad enough in 
iln scope to meet the situation. 


Quite recently sonic of the best friends 


of reform legislation hnvc had it im- 
pressed upon them that no adequate reg- 
ulation of railroad freight rates can bo 
accomplished unless the commission hns 
power to create nnd onforce a uniform 
national classification as provided for in 
the Cullom bill, which Mr. Klkins sat up 
nights to kill live years ago. Practical 
railroad students have pointed out that 


j if the commission fixes n rate on any 


j particular nrticlc the railroads to a large 
extent cnu defeat the value of this ac- 
tion by altering classifications and grad- 
ing up different articles on 
different 


roads and in different localities in such 
a wav a* to foster legtil rebates nnd dis- 
eriminatinns under the eyes of the com- 
mission. Besides that it is asserted that 
no national commission intelligently can 
fix interstate commerce rates unless at 
the siiine time it 
establishes uniform 


classification, a uniform bill of lading, 
uniform terminal charge*, aud, in fact, a 
general national system of freight hand- 
ling, as well as of freight rates.

Of course this does 
not mean there are not a few remaining 
independent corporations or partnership 
firms filled with the American spirit of 
independence, who persist in bothering 
state and national legislators with their 
foolish clamor for protection from exas- 
perating freight 
discriminations 
and 


freight rebates, and who would if all 
tariff protection was removed 
have 
a 


hard time of it, more because the tnuts 
need mighty little of tariff protection and 
with the 
powerful 
advantages would 


make it still harder for tho independents. 


It is however admitted by some states- 


men that the tariff in places is now pro- 
hibitive, nnd this hns been known for 
some yours. These prohibitive schedules 
oomUiiied with excessive drawback fea- 
tures in the tariff, and assisted by freight 
rebates in disguised forms, are the fac- 
tors nnd have boon the factors in the 
rapid making of American billionaires. 
These factors are the means by which 
enormous fortunes have been gathered 
together these last twenty years or so, 
and admittedly unother factor, that of 
the remarkable case with which unscrup- 
ulous men have milked the public 
in 


stock manipulations and through which 
rich properties have been purchased at 
very little expense or cost to the pur- 
chaser?. 


There nre numbers of public men who 


believe reformations should commence all 
along the lino iif national abuses. II is 
rapid'y becoming manifest that what are 
known as the st.ind patters on tariff and 
on protective legislation against gross 
corpor.'ilion 
abuses, nre 
the fewest ill 


numbers nnd do not represent the reaJ 
views of Ihe masses of the 
American 


people.

If much 
longer delayed private owners one by ono 
will close the paths and roadways on 
their property lending- to the flowing wa- 
ter*. 


The Milwaukee News comments upon 


this warning of the Knglish writer who 
wnrns his American friends that the first 
thing they should do, should be to take 
hoed of the lessons of a thousand years 
and commence at once to preserve the 
right of free foot passage along our lakes 
and streams that they may be always 
open to the public. This would bar the 
control of shore lines. This paper thus 
comments: 


"It is n shame that the state did not 


reserve a strip of land along the bor- 
ders of the lakes and rivers. Tn North- 
ern Wisconsin tho shores 
of tho lakes 


hnve been denuded of the pine trees 
and

This 
is true declares this Chicago educator, 
and necessarily true because things have 
so changed in these modern days.

"Every man thinks of the public schpol 


as it was when he went to school. 
It 


seems as if it was all right when it turn- 
ed out such intellectual prodigies ns we 
arc. We are living in the past and do 
not appreciate that with growth in other 
linos there, also must come growth in the 
public school. 


"One of the most distressing things to 


tho teacher is the lack of sympathy on 
the part of parents for the teacher. This 
is especially true of the well-to-do par- 
ents whose children are 
pampered 
at 


home and expect to be 
pampered 
at 


school. 
These people insist that their 


darlings be treated us superior beings. 
What such boys need is tha 'give and 
lake' training engendered by contact 
with the children of the public school."

Hint if this is in fact true and very like- 
ly it may be. that the Almighty has not 
at the same time endowed child life with 
more capacity, more vitality, and the 
physical strength to absorb as well as di-

AS TO FINDERS. 


A Xew York judge has horrified some 


merchants by a recent decision in which 
he laid down the law in a case before 
him, that property left unguarded on the 
sidewalks is lost property 
in 
a legal 


sense and any person may pick such up, 
without fear of arrest. Merchants who 
leave things on the walks unguarded in 
form of packages, do so at their own 
risk if the decision of this magistrate is 
good law. In the case referred to a sin- 
gle package Imd been left on n walk and 
a passerby thinking it had been lost, 
picked it up. The article was a woman's 
hand bag and the person was arrested on 
a charge of robbery, who put in the de- 
fense that 
he had noticed it lying on 


the walk and thinking it was lost prop- 
erty hud picked it up. thinking he was 
entitled to it until it was reclaimed. Tiie 
magistrate discharged the prisoner, in- 
forming tho complainant she 
had 
no 


right to leave a package on the sidewalk, 
for such packages on being unguarded, 
could be picked up as lo<t property, and 
the finder could not be held guilty. In 
concluding, the magistrate, informed a 
horrified express agent that property left 
lying on the sidewalks unguarded was 
there at tho owners risk. 


There is altogether ns it if, entirely 


too much property exposed on the side- 
walks of every city. The public property 
or thoroughfare is taken possession of 
for purposes of private business, 
nnd 


even where some rent is charged for use 
of walks in front of stores, it properly 
should be regarded ns part of the reve- 
nues of the city, since the public walks 
are open to the entire public without 
restriction, subject to a proper and rca- 
soraible use.

The original 1853 cable weighed

$265; cost of outside coating of tar 
and gutta percha, $25 per mile; total 
cost per mile, ?4S5.

To this 
add twenty-fivp wiles of "shore end" 
wire, costing $1,450 per mile, and we 
find that the first ocean cable, exclus- 
ive of instruments, cost $1.250.000.

WhaJ an Agronomist E^s Done For Iowa's Corn 
U 


NTIL quite recently the term 


agronomist has not appeared 
with sufficient frequency In 
the public prints to win rec- 


ognition as a legitimate and properly 
derived English word. Since the nota- 
ble achievement of P. G. Holden. pro- 
fessor of agronomy in the Iowa State 
Agricultural college at Ames, who does 
not resent being coupled with the unfa- 
miliar title, but. on the contrary, seems 
to be rather proud of It, the word has 
como Into such frequent use that It will 
very soon seem like an old friend. 


An agronomist, divested of the mys- 


tery attendant on the term. Is one who 
Is devoted to scientific husbandry. It 
la only within the present generation 
that such a science or urt as agronomy 
has come to the front UB a factor in 
American agriculture. In former years 
the only species of husbandry which 
could be certain of a respectful hearing 
was the practical and rattier dogmatic 
teaching vouchsafed by a race of agri- 
culturists whose stock In trade was 
tradition and whose bugbear was ex 
perlmentatlon. 


There Is no better Illustration ot the 


fact that scientific husbandry l;i in the 
ascendant than Is furnished by the re- 
sults obtained .-by Professor Holden. 
who In the last twelvemonth, it would 
appear, has earned $10,000.000 for the 
farmers of Iowa,. This rather astound- 
ing feat has been accomplished without 
mystery or jugglery of any description, 
and the machinery employed has been 
so simple that the merest tyro In farm- 
ins cannot plead ignorance. 


For several years the great corn 


producing plain cast yf the Mississippi 
had been showing a decided decline 
both In the quantity and quality oC its 
leading product. 
This degenerative 


process was so unmistakable that the 
farmers of the belt were becoming dis- 
heartened. This was especially true of 
Iowa, which had long stood at the head 
of the list as a corn producing state. 
Almost as a last resort tha farmers of 
that state appealed to science for ru- 
llef. Their urgent demand'for aid led 
to the engagement of Professor Holden 
by the state agricultural college. 


The corn growers were rather skep-

He convinced them 


by numerous reports of tests he had 


I made with different specimens that 


selection of seed'than they had ever be- 
lieved possible. 
Then he.'told them how It happened 


that he became an agronomist—a stu- 
dent of husbandry. Like so many'other 
wonderful things, It was an accident. 
He was teaching a district school in 
Michigan, and it occurred to him to set 
up u. corn gro'wlns'confest among his 


pupils. Ho Induced the boys to select 
the earliest, biggest and most perfect 
ears from the field, to store them care- 
fully and to plant only from this picked 
seed. The result of the contest was a 
surprise to everybody in the district. 
The boys secured a yield almost double 
that of their lathers, and the professor 
saw that he had stumbled upon a mat- 


fessor Holden delivered brief and telling 
lectures to the farmers who awaited 
him at every stopping place. In this 
way he visited from fifteen to twenty 
rural centers every day, and his audi- 
ences in most of them ranged well up 
in the hundreds. 


The professor did not employ many 


scientific terms, but clothed his Ideas 
on corn growing In language which 
cou'lc! not fail to be understood. He ex- 
plained nil the advanced knowledge 
which had been determined by experi- 
ment and admonished the farmers that 
they had only to open their eyes to see 
for themselves. He laid special stress 
upon the selection of seed. To Illus- 
trate how much depended upon this 
point he exhibited seed corn of all va- 
rieties and stages of perfection and 
pointed out that which was to be avoid- 
ed and that which would produce sat- 


ter of sufficient importance to warrant 
him In proceeding further in his inves- 
tigations. He abandoned schoolteach- 
ins and gave himself up to the perfec- 
tion of his system. 
In time his fame 


snread. and he was offered the manage- 
ment of a 20,000 acre farm In Illinois. 
The salary tendered him was so allur- 
inc-that ne accepted. Besides, it was 
the opportunity he had sought to es- 
tablish the accuracy of his deductions. 
' The first year of his superintendency 
he planted 20,000 acres of corn and 
when 'it was harvested it was found 
that' there were over 100,000 bushels 
more than the same land had ever pro- 


up his corn growing experiments on tho 
big farm, but the Iowa folks promised 
him that his opportunity for original 
research should not be curtailed, and he 
accepted. 


Professor Holden began his v/ork nt 


Ames .by Inviting the Iowa farmers to 
come to the agricultural college during 
the winter and Investigate for them- 
selves the methods he employed in the 
selection of seed corn and his theories 
respecting: germination. A goodly num- 
ber accepted the opportunity, and the 
plan bore abundant fruit. During the 
early spring of each year the professor 
continues his scheme of spending a 
month In a tour of education, and it is 
thus .that his theories have been ex- 
ploited in i.iII parts of the stale. Last 
spring his course extended over several 
thousand miles. Alive to the immensely 
profitable'results of his "tail end" agri- 
cultural campaign, the railroads are 
eager to furnish him will) all the trans- 
portation facilities he requires. 


Some of the evidences oC the coili-se 


authorities' wisdom in securing the 
services of such an accomplished agron- 
omist as Professor Holden arc manifest 
in the Iowa crop report for i:>04. For 
nine years the corn crop of the Hawk- 
eye State iiitd averaged twenty-seven 
and a half bushels to the acre. Last 
season the crop aggregated 350,000,000 
bushels. 12.1,000,000 bushels above the 
yield of the previous year, and the av- 
erage was forty bushels to the acre. 
The crop is valued at about $30,000.000 
more than that of a year ago. and Pro- 
fepsor Holden Is universally accredited 
with a third part of the Increase. The 
evidence in his favor is Indisputable. 
The regions in which he conducted his 
tour of education raised more corn 
than the others. Those in which he had 
the largest audiences did best of all. 
Iowa is proud of her agronomist, and 
she has reason to be.
